A _ half 
dozen of the bearded soldiers, 
greatly admired by the local 


_ girls, are on duty. 


Few Cubans speak of Castro 
by any name save “Fidel.” He 
has a desk in the government 
office in dowatown Havana. Yet, 
he has been in the building just 
once since he and his army as- 
sumed control of the government. 
He has never sat at his desk. He 
came in once, looked about, and 
departed, leaving his dedicated 
assistants to do what is probably 
one of the most overwhelming 
jobs in our time—sorting out the 
tangled doings of the B&tista gov- 
ernment and trying to bring effi- 
ciency to that of the revolution. 


This absence of Fidel Castro 
from actual participation in the 
bureaucracy, the fact of his emp- 
ty office chair, illustrates one of 
the most asked questions.

Major crime in Atlanta contin- 
ued to drop in June for the third 
consecutive month, a survey by 
the police crime reporting bureau 
revealed Friday. 


Instances of major crime dur- 
ing June were 2.8 per cent fewer 
than in June, 1958. ~ 


For the first six months of 1959, 
major crime dropped 3.9 per cent 
under the first six months last 
year. 


The greatest decrease—25 per 
cent—was_in business house burg- 
laries, with 128 listed for June this 
year and 170 for June 1958. Busi- 
ness house burglaries show a de- 
crease of 11.6 per cent this year. 


Police Chief Herbert Jenkins 
pointed to the drop in business 
house burglaries as evidence of 
the effectiveness of overtime po- 
lice assigned to the special burg- 
lary night watch detail. 


Jenkins. said he would renew 
his appeal for 40 overtime offi- 
cers to relieve morning and after- 
noon traffic congestion. The 
measure was approved by the 
board of aldermen, but bogged 
down in the finance committee. 


During June, records show, 
crime dropped in four of the seven 
crime categories regularly report- 
ed to the FBI. Rapes decreased 
from five to four; robberies from

The ordinances generally limit 
speed on neighborhood streets and 
in residential areas to 25 miles 
per hour, on through streets and 
thoroughfares to 45 m.p.h. and on 
state roads to 60 m.p.h., accord- 
ing to County Commission Chair- 
man Claude Blount. 

The ordinances, the county's 
first city-type to become effective 
in the unincorporated area of the 
county, were passed Thursday at 
a special meeting of the county 
commission. 

Included in the ordinances were 
those governing acts which dis- 
turb the peace and harmony of 
the community, as well as the 
ordinances covering traffic of- 
fenses and setting up stop and 
yield signs and traffic regulation 
lights. 


PENALTIES SET 


Eleven ordinances which be- 
come effective immediately are 
those covering disorderly con- 
duct, disorderly houses, dives, 
drunkenness, gaming, loitering and 
lodging in unoccupied buildings, 
stray dogs, trash throwing on 
highways, and interfering with a 
police officer in the performance 
of his duties. 


Those violating the ordinances 
may be subject to up to $100 in 
fines and/or up to 30 days’ “‘im- 
prisonment in the common jail of 
the county.”’ 


Present plans call for the hous- 
ing of prisoners in the county 
jail, Blount said, although the 
county is at present investigating 
other possibilities for confining 
the short-term prisoners.

A total of 70 traffic deaths occurred in Georgia in 
June, a report issued by Col. William P. Trotter, direc- 
tor of the Department of Public Safety, revealed Friday. 


The figure is 18 fewer than the 
88 traffic deaths recorded in 
June, 1958 but the six-month total 
of 451 shows an increase of 15 
deaths over last year. The 
report also showed there were 
only four days in the month in 
which no traffic fatalities were 
reported. 


The 70-fatality figure this June, 
however, was the lowest for that 
month in the past six years, the 
report said.

Designation of swimming areas 
along all of Georgia's haa 


beaches as fish sanctuaries has 
been suggested as a means of 
keeping shrimp boats away from 
the beaches. 


Director Fulton Lovell said Fri- 
day that is one proposal to be 
considered by the State Game 
and Fish Commission July 15, 
in connection with a complaint 
filed by the Jekyll Island Author- 
ity. 


Secretary of State Ben W. Fort- 
son Jr., authority chairman, 
wrote Lovell that shrimp boats 
have endangered lives of swim- 
mers by trawling close inshore 
through the swimming area at 
Jekyll Beach. and must be re- 
moved.

Whether F reedom Lives or Dies Depends 


What is America? 

What is the meaning of this nation 
which on July 4, 1776, loosed forces 
which became an international experi- 
ment in human freedom destined to 
affect the lives of every man on earth? 


America is many things to many 
people. Its meaning is different to most 
of the diverse individuals who inhabit 
it. Its ideals and its people are ad- 
mired, hated and always discussed in 
every country of the world. The prin- 
ciples upon which it was founded have 
shaped the destinies of whole nations, 
with adaptations of its philosophy writ- 
ten into the most despotic regimes. 

America’s impact upon the world is 
continuous. But of late there has been 
doubt and indecision both within this 
country and elsewhere as to our goals. 
The American experiment has become a 
permanent revolutionary movement with 
peoples everywhere struggling to adapt 
the concepts of freedom to their environ- 
ments. But America is reluctant to Jead. 

The men who established the Ameri- 
can government were not dreamers. They 
were scholars of history and political 
thought. They ranged from those who be- 
lieved that only the chains of despotism 
could restrain man from “destroying and 
devouring one another” to those who 
were sure that complete and uwunre- 
strained democracy would work. 

Out of this debate of our forefathers 
came the Declaration of Independence 
and the American Constitution which 
bowed neither to despotism nor absolute 
democracy. From it came our system 
of checks and balances, delicately con- 
trived not to give total power either to 
man or government. 

This concept recognized the eternal 
conflict of different groups in society. 
Its purpose was to harmonize every in- 
terest through the use of government. 

Has the system failed? 

Far from it. Individual freedoms, in- 
dividual and group interests, private

ber and wildlife, leaving scarred and rav- 
aged land to mark their frenzied passing. 

‘Behind each careless act stands a 
careless person. 

So next time you cook out, next time 
you build a fire outdoors, be sure when 
you leave the peaceful looking country- 
side that you haven't left smoldering em- 
bers or red-hot charcoal lying around. 

This 4th of July is a good time for 
Georgians to get back on the right track 
in forest fire prevention. 

The best time to put out a fire is be- 
fore it begins.

The overworked phrase, “American 
Way of Life,” is an abstraction used by 
politicians and laymen alike to cover a 
multitude of purposes. What is its mean- 
ing? Is it materialism and the freedom 
to exploit the masses about which the 
Communists rant? It is neither. 


The American Way of Life still is 
freedom of the individual to go his wav 
in “pursuit of happiness’ subject only to 
the rule of law. Law under our con- 
cept is the guarantee of individual rights 
of citizens to freedom, protection from 
each other, from their government and 
institutions, from tyranny of majorities 
and minorities. 

The brief essentials of the American 
Way of Life are liberty, equality and 
rule by law rather than by men. We 
still struggle to attain the ideals set 
forth by those wise men of the Revo- 
lution. We have succeeded in far greater 
measure than most of us know. We have 
created a nation in which capitalism has 
become the servant, not the master, of 
its citizens. 

Today as in 1776 the American revo- 
lutionary idea proceeds. We have fought 
two world wars to preserve and strength- 
en it. Again it is our destiny—in order 
to preserve our own freedoms—to meet 
a challenge greater than any other-in 
our history. But this time we must set 
the pattern. 

This time we must shape the strug-

mankind depends on us. All our vision, 
courage, moral stamina, will, wisdom 
and energy will be required if the ideal 
of human freedom under law is to 
survive.

This Model-T System 
Is Geared to the Past 


Does Georgia have _ representative 
government? The Georgia League of 
Women Voters asks this question in its 
monthly publication, Georgia Voter, and 
answers it with what adds up to a re- 
sounding no. 

In a concise, cryptic commentary on 
Georgia’s “Model T structure in the 1959 
space age,” the League points out that: 


1. Twenty-five per cent of the state’s 
population has only 4.3 per cent of the 
representation in the House. 

2. Two-thirds of Georgia's citizens are 
represented each term by senators for whom — 
they had no opportunity to vote. 

3. In the Georgia House, the eight 

* largest counties which have 42 per cent 
of the state’s population have only 12 per 
cent of the representation. 

5. Only 35 counties out of 159 are rep- 
resented “proportionally.” 

6. Every day this gross misrepresenta- 
tion grows more disproportionate because 
urban counties are gaining population while 
the majority of rural counties are losing 
population. 


The Georgia Voter concludes its dis- 
cussion of the reapportionment issue 
with an appeal for more equitable rep- 
resentation in the state. 


Sen. Talmadge and Sen. Russell both 
have spoken out recently about the de- 
sirability of some modification of the 
system so as to take into account the 
tremendous shifts in population.

He had come to Williamsburg a 
faithful subject to the King, as his 
father had been. The young dele- 
gate to the House of Burgesses 
was skittish of men like Patrick 
Henry. By notoriety he knew Pat- 
rick as a firebrand from the west- 
ern foothills. 

But the hero in the orientation 
movie came under the spell of 
Thomas Jefferson’s quiet logic 
and Patrick Henry’s persuasive 
oratory. 

So when Virginians heard 
chains rattling on freemen in Bos- 
ton and the time came to take a 
stand, the young planter shook off 
his conservative cloak and lined

second half. 


You are aware that Atlanta has a 
' proud baseball heritage. You were a

The lash of defeat has cut you deeply; so 
deeply that you probably won't search for another job as a baseball 
manager. 


You are an honest man with more integrity than most. You 
can’t understand how any player can give less than 100 per cent on 
the diamond.

You are a psychologist in judging players on and off the field. But 
you have never been able to scale the barrier between you and your 
players. In your profession you are aware that each player must be 
treated as an individual. You must applaud some, needle others, 
fine some. Somehow you've never learned exactly how to do this. 
Even when you won the pennant, you were respected more by your 
men as a gentleman than as a manager. 


For some inexplicable reason, some baseball players don’t 
eppreciate an understanding manager.

Among Teen-Age 
Concert Soloists 


With so much emphasis on rock ’n’ roll, some 
people assume today’s teen-agers have no apprecia- 

tion for the more cultured and melodic musical se- 
fective. They’re “way out!” 


A perfect defense against this 
is the 1959 season 
of Al Coleman’s Atlanta 
Pops Concerts. Back in May, 
the .maestro spent a “hectic 
but . enjoyable’ Saturday au- 
ditioning some 60 applicants for 
guest soloists in the concerts. 
The hopeful talents ranged from 
a grandmother to a 15-year-old 
pianist. And from these, 13 so- 
loists were selected. Six of 
these are between the ages of 
15 and 19. 


Visitors at rehearsal observed 
that ‘the selection of these 
young people to appear with 
the professional Pops orchestra, 
before an average audience of 
5,000 people, should put a stop 
to the accusation that teen- 
agers have lost their sense of 
good music.” 


YOUNGEST 


The youngest of these stars 
is Stanley Yerlow, whose fa- 
ther was one of Mr. Coleman's 
first trombone players with the 
original Pops concerts. The 
youth, “15 going on 16,” de- 
cided he'd like to learn to play 
some musical instrument. He 
followed his mother’s advice to 
start out on the piano for basic 
musical knowledge. He took to 
the keyboard like a crow to a 
cornstalk, and never ‘“‘quite 
had the heart’’ to desert it for 
another instrument. 


Last year Stanley, a 10th 
grader at Henry Grady High, 
went to Mr. Coleman’s audi- 
tions as accompanist for Diane 
Bishop, who appeared in the 
Pops last season. This time, 
Stanley returned to audition for 
a spot of his own on the pro- 
gram. 


A 19-year-old Emory student, 
Glenn Moffett, enthralled the 
audition audience with his tal- 
ent. Glenn, whose first recog- 
nition came by winning a “‘Lib- 
erace Jr.’’. contest on a local 
TV station when he was 14, was 
guest star at the first Pops con- 
cert on June 12, That, how- 
ever, was not his Pops debut, 
although Glenn declares ‘‘no 
one would @ver have known it.” 
Several years ago, he appeared 
as part of the Pops choir, sing- 
ing background for the ‘‘Man- 
hattan Tower” production. 


“My part consisted mostly’ of 
several “Doo-Wahs,’”’ he said 
with a laugh. 


Sharon Michael, a pretty six- 
teener, has had no professional 
voice training, but her singing 
dates back eight years, which 
“seem like all my life.” She'll 
be entertaining Pops audiences 
with popular songs. 


A third talented teen, Beverly 
Coleman, a student at Headland 
High in East Point, has been 
playing the piano for quite a 
while and teaches youngsters in 
her home. However, at her au- 
dition, Beverly surprised on- 
lookers by marching straight 


past the piano to take her place 
at the mike for a singing stint. 
Her lovely voice syoke for itself, 
and she'll sing ‘‘Love Is Where 
You Find It” at her Pops ap- 
pearance. 


BULLDOG, TOO 


Paul Bichel, a junior at the 
University of Georgia, explained 
to Mr. Coleman that he had “no 
professional training to speak 
of,” but he’s aiming for an 
operatic career. Paul has ap- 
peared with operatic. produc-* 
tions at the university, and will 
present “Che Gelida Manina” * 
at the July 10th concert. 


Sandra Ellenburg, a 19-year- 
old Atlanta blonde, rounds out 
the bumper crop of teen talent. 
Sandra has taken voice lessons 
for three years, and sang with 
the glee club and choir at 
Northside High School. Now a 
student at Oglethorpe Univer- 
sity, she earned a “superior” 
rating at the State Musical 
Festival. 


Respect, responsibility (or the lack of it) 
world ‘“‘filled with the errors of our forebears” 
for campus prestige . . . insecurity . .

The principal insecurity, with which most young people 
are concerned, is that of belonging, or feeling 
that you are liked by others. This feeling of 
“wanting to be wanted” can affect all our 
other problems. 

Too often teen-agers will not uphold their 

_ =F true convictions for fear of being rejected by 
eee, others. We ourselves can help with this by 
recognizing people as individuals who can 
_ think for themselves, and not just as “queer 
_.. ducks” because their opinions differ from 
> .4 ours. 

ig Teen-agers should accept, or at least 
. listen to, the advice of adults willingly, and 
not depend on their own inexperienced judg- 
ment. 

Saranne Rushin, 15, Americus, agrees, and asserts “‘teen- 
agers sometimes have trouble maintaining campus prestige with- 
out sacrificing moral convictions. . . . They just need to realize 
that ‘everybody’ is a myth. A teen-ager does not gain 
campus prestige by misconduct. He may gain attention, but he 
will lose the respect of the general mass of teen-agers. Perhaps 
the best remedy for all our problems is to renew our faith in 
God.”’ 

“We teen-agers find ourselves faced with the problem of 
having to prove by our lives and examples that we are not all 
juvenile delinquents. At times this is an extremely difficult. task, 
because it seems that many people have closed their minds 
against us, that adults regard everything we do as expressions 
of our badness. 

Dorothy Gaston, 17, Americus, cautions that, to be accepted, 
young people should “first find a group that has the same high 
standards that you have, plus a fondness for the same kind of

Fabulous Johnny Horton Soars’ 


After ‘Battle of New Orleans’

As far as the younger genera- 
tion is concerned, the Battle of 
New Orleans was never so sig-: 
nificant as it is today. And the 
campus clan was never more 
conscious of the Redcoat 
plague. Responsible for it ail, 
of course, is the handsome, per- 
sonable young singer who 
charged to national fame (and 
more than a million record 
sales) in less than a month with 
his fabulous presentation of a 
musical history lesson. 


Johnny Horton, whose ‘Bat- 
tle of New Orleans” is still 
climbing, took time out from 
his busy round of appearances 
at dances, nightclubs and on 
television, for a special inter- 
view for Record Roundup. 


“I’m on the road about 20 
days every month,” he re- 
vealed. ‘‘Most of the other ten 
days are spent fishing or test- 
ing equipment.” 


Fishing has been a major in- 
terest since he was 17, when he 
was voted one of the top ex- 
perts in bass and trout catch- 
ing. Johnny is about to embark 
on a new enterprise, a fish-bait 
company in Shreveport. 


EXCITING ALBUM 


Right now, the other big news, 
careerwise, is his album debut, 
appropriately titled, ‘“The Spec- 
tacular Johnny Horton.” The 
winning warbler, a versatile vo- 
calist who sings anything from 
a ballad to a driving rhythmic 
refrain with equal ability, is at 
his best with the album mate- 
rial. The line-up includes “The 
Battle,”” which is fast becoming 
an American folk classic, but 
perhaps even more important 
are the new songs, some of 
which have been “hiding in the 
family trunk” for years. There 
are eight new Johnny Horton 
bands in this album, the ac- 
companiment in each case is 
by the same people who gave 
Johnny such fabulous support 
on his smash singles. 


“The Spectacular Johnny Hor- 
ton” is an exciting production 


that earns the youth an impor- 


tant place as a major figure in 
the record world. Tunes include 
“Whispering Pines,” “The First 
Train Heading South,” ‘Lost 
Highway,” “Sam Magee,” 
“When Its Springtime in Alas- 
ka,” “Got the Bull By The

NEW RECORDS SET 


Construction outlays set new 
records, both for June and the 
first six months. If the same rate 
holds through the next six months 
(some economists say it will be 
higher), construction spending for 
all of 1959 will total more than 
55 billion dollars. 


That would be a gain of more | 
than 12 per cent over 1958. Or | 
take a look at the consumer. 


Consumers spent 102% billion 
dollars at retail in the first six 
months, and merchants are
